This state of affairs may lead 
to some desperate attempt* at blockade 
running on the part of the Spaniards in 
the hopes of getting more ammunition 
into Havana. 
It is believed that the 
supplies so frequently referred to a* 
being on the Spauish flying squadron 
are of this character, which makes it 
Important that Sampson and Schley 
should keep Admiral Uereva from reach­ 
ing Havana or Cieufuegos or any port 
in Cuba connected with Havana by rail.
